Abortion Bill 
CMclr/r KHM 
in tow York

Three years ago, the New 


York State Assembly Codes 
Committee took only 90 minutes 
to kill an attempt to reform the 
state's 19th century abortion 
law. 


Two days ago, the state Sen- 


ate, considered the more con- 
servative of the two houses, 
passed and sent to the Assembly 
a bill that not only reforms the 
law but repeals all restrictions 
on abortions performed by li- 
censed doctors. 


The Assembly 
will consider 


the bill next week and chances 
of passage are considered good. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller Is on 
record as favoring abortion re- 
form, although he has not en- 
dorsed this particular bill. 


An Associated Press survey of 
the 50 states and Washington, 
D.C. disclosed that In more than 
half the states it is still impossi- 
ble for a woman to get an abor- 
tion unless her life is threat- 
ened. 


But the change in climate in 


New York is typical of much of 
the country, with relaxed moral 
standards and strong pressure 
from women's groups, doctors 
and social workers combining to 
make abortion reform if not po- 
litically popular, at least not po- 
litically suicidal. 
There has been more reform 
since 1967—when Colorado be- 
came the first state to liberalize 
its abortion law—than in the 
century before that. 


"The 
progress that's been 


made ... is fantastic," said Dr. 
Alan Guttmacher, head of the 
PlanrKKJ Parenthood-We rid1'Pop- 
ulation 
Association. 
"Nobody 


could have dreamed this degree 
of progress. We're now more 
concerned 
with the quality of 


population than the quantity." 


Since 19G1, 11 states have fol- 


lowed Colorado's lead, adopting 
laws that permit abortion If the 
mother's 
mental or physical 


health Is threatened; 
if the 


pregnancy results from raj»e or 
Incest, or If there Is a substan- 
tial chance the baby will be 
born deformed. 


All require that abortions be 


performed by licensed physi- 
cians and some require approv- 
al by a hospital board. Most 
have residency requirements. 
And, despite fears, none has be- 
come an "abortion capital." 


There still are 33 states that 


prohibit all abortion except to 
save the mother's life. But at- 
tempts at reform are pending in 
10 of these states, including New

If the woman 
is under 18, her parents'consent 
would be required and if she Is 
married and living with her hus- 
band, his permission would be 
needed.

Hawaii, Pennsylvania and New

WASHINGTON (AP) -

ing costs continued rising In 
February at the swiftest pace In 
20 years with big hikes for food, 


iig and home mortgage in- 


making up most of the 


I's increase, the govern- 
said today, 


The Labor Department's Con- 


sumer Price Index rose five- 
tenths of one per cent for the 
month to 132.3, meaning it costs 
$13,25 for every $10 worth of liv- 
ing costs in the 1957-69 base pe- 
riod. 


"Larger than seasonal in- 


creases in food and apparel 
prices and advances in charges 
for consumer services, particu- 
larly home mortgages, account- 
ed for most of the rise," said 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The February rise in living 


costs brought them to a point 6.3 
per cent above a year ago, re- 
ducing the value of the 1957-59 
dollar from 80.3 cents to 75.5 
cents. 


In February, food prices rose 


six-tenths of one per cent and 
were 7.9 per cent above a year 
earlier. Housing costs were up 
eight-tenths of one per cent for 
the month and 7.2 per cent for 
the year. Clothing rose five- 
tenths of one per cent In Febru- 
ary and was 4.9 per cent above 
a year earlier. 


Recreation costs were up 


one-tenth of one per cent tor the 
month and 3.7 per cent for the 
year. 


The only major price category 


to remain unchanged in Febru- 
ary was transportation, which
